Claims 1 and 3-10 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection based on the following. 
Applicants submit that not all of the repeating units of the polyester in the present claims 
are disclosed on suggested in U.S. Patent No. 6,512,079. For example, a repeating unit derived 
from an aromatic amine having a hydroxyl group as in the present claims is not disclosed or
